Sheridan Assumes Command 
WasHINGTON, November 1. 

The formal transfer of the command 
of the army trom Sherman to Sheri- 
dan took place at noon to-day at the 
headquarters of the army in Wash- 
ton. General Sheridan spent the fore- 
noon in making himself acquainted 
with the business of the office. Gen- 
eral Sherman with his staff, rendered 
him every assistance, Shortly before 
12 o’clock the officers of the army 
called on the Secretary of War, Gen- 
eral Sherman to take official leave, and 
General Sheridan to report for duty. 
The transfer was accomplished quietly, 
without any ceremony whatever, be- 
yond the issuance of a general order 
notifying the army of the change of 
commanders. 

Headquarters of the Army, Washing- 
ton, November 1, 1883, General 
Order No. 78: 

In obedience to the order by the 
President, promulgated in General 
Orders No. 71, October 13, 1883, from 
these headquarters, the undersigned 
hereby assumes command of the 
army of the United States. The fol- 
lowing named officers compose my 


dan, Assistant Adjutant General; 

Military Secretary, Captain Wm. J. 

Valkmar of the 5th Cavalry; Aid de 

Camp, Captain Jas. F. Griger of the 

Corps of Engincers. 

(Signed) P. H. SHERIDAN,

These orders were the last and first 
official acts, respectively, of the out- 
going and incoming commanders. 
Sheridan received the congratulations 
from prominent Generals. 

Cuicaao, November 1. 

The following is just received : 

* Fleadquarters of the Division of Mis- 
souri, Chicago. November list, Gen- 
eral Order No. 17: 

„J hereby relinquish the command 
of the Division of the Missouri, in 
compliance with General Order No. 
17, dated at the headquarters of the 
army, October 13. In parting with 
the officers whom I have had the honor 
to command for the last 14 years, I de- 


‘sire to express thanks for the confi- 


dence and support given me by them, 
and to my administration of this Di- 
vision. When I assumed command 
of it, hostile Indiaus crowded the 
country west of the Missouri river, 
from the boundary line of our posses- 
sions on the north to the Conche 
river, in Texas. But few settle- 
ments existed, and the construction of 
railroads there had only just begun. 
Since then the Indians have been 80 
far subdued that in the territory for- 
merly occupied by them alone, cities, 
towns and cattle interests have grown 
up, and railroads have been built. In 
these great changes the troops of this 
division have been the active and im- 
portant agents. During these many 
years it has been my especial gratifi- 
cation to have had no disagreement 
with my subordinates, and that from 
the commander to the private soldier, 
faithful services have been rendered to 
the Government. With this assur- 
ance, I shall wish to remember the 
hardships suffered, the battles fought, 
the results achieved and the gallant 
conduct of those who have given the 
best of their lives in savage warfare, I 
relinquish a command that has been to 
me a pleasure as well as a duty. 

(Signed) P. H. SHERIDAN, 

Lieutenant General.“ 

General Order No. 18:—In compli- 
ance with generrl order No. 17, head- 
quarters of the army, dated October 
13, 1883, I hereby assume the com- 
mand of the Division of the Missouri. 
Captain Wherry of the Sixth Infantry, 
and First Lieutenant, Charles B. Scho- 
field, of the Second Cavalry, are an- 
nounced as aids de camp.

In response to a request of a num- 
ber of Nevada shippers, the Central

Back AdAINx.— “ Kaiser,” an old 
German who has been in the insane 
asylum at Reno fora year or more, 
is again back on the Comstock. His 
mental aberration is of a harmless 
type. He goes uneasily about, ges- 
ticulating excitedly and muttering to 
himself. He is a baker by trade. 
He came to the Comstock many years 
ago, and at first worked in a bakery. 
Those intimately acquainted with 
nim say he was then much the same 
as at present. The old gentleman 
feels that he has been greatly 
wronged. Had he bis rights—as he 
punderstands them—he would to-day 
warm the throne of Germany in 
place of Emperor William.—( Euter- 
prise. 

In another column is an interest- 
ing letter from a Mason Valley corres 
pondent on irrigation, and it con- 
tains many valuable sr ggestions. The 
plan of storing up wuter in the wet 
season and of turning what is used 
back into the streams is a good idea, 
but very seldom followed ont. It is 
the rule in Nevada for each farmer to 
get all the water he can and some 
men are so hoggish as to allow wate: 
to run to waste rather than see the 
next man down stream have any 
benefits from it. It is this foolish 
method of doing business which is at 
the bottom of most of the tedious 
and vexatious law suits over riparian 
rights, and the result is that the well 
to do farmers get into a row, and at 
the end of a few yeurs two lawyer 
have raked in the material of both 
farms aod the ranchers are left al- 
most penniless. The plan of sinkins 
artesian wells is the best idea of all, 
as it will farnish ranches with a per- 
petual supply of good water inde- 
pendent of the streams, which, as a 
rule, run dry in the Summer. As 
far as we can learn there is no area of 
any considerable size in Nevada that 
will not yield plenty of water where 
grtesian wells are sunk from twenty 
to thirty feet. All who have tried to 
have found water in abundance ard 
of the very best quality. With the 
proper attentien paid to this ot as 
Nevada can be made an agric ral 
State, and a season of permibent 
prosperity inaugurated inedpeudent 
of the mining industry. 


Antélope Valley, Oct. 24th, 1883. 

Eprtor ArrEAL—I have been trav- 
eling the last few days through Mason, 
Smith and Antelope valleys, and the 
whole region of country is under the 
hands of men who are doing what they 
can to bring Nevada to the front. In 
Mason Valley the farmers are making 
some complaint about lack of water and 
in listening to them Iam led te the 
thought that if all those without water 
would go up to, or near the head waters 
of the Walker river, and make proper 
provisions for the careful husbanding 
ufthe water, when it is plenty, it would 
be far more satisfactory to all concerned 
than to grow) and complain that some- 
one else is getting more than their share 
of the water. Smith Valley farmers 
make no complaint about water but fish 
atthis time. A large number of cattle 
are dying with what is known as black- 
leg. In Antelope ValleyI notice the 
most complete system of ditching and 
irrigation I have ever seen: it is on the 
ranch of Kirman and Rickey. The 
work is that of Hon. T. B. Rickey under 
whose personal supervision the whole 
system is carried on, and reflects great 
credit on his energy and intelligence. 
As soon as the water is used by him it 
is carried into the river again and passed 
on down to those below who in turn 
use it and turn it on to their neighbors. 
Thus you see no water is wasted as is 
so often claimed; the facts are simply 
these as near as I can determine from 
pretty close observation. There is not 
a sufficient quanti:y of water during a 
dry season, such as the last season wus, 
to cover the whole.of these valleys, and 
as water is liable to be short any season, 
it wonld be weli for the farmers vf Ma- 
son Valley to pool their issues and, if 
necessary, get some State aid and adopt 
und carry out a system of water reser- 
voirs at pointe where water can be 
caught at times when it ie very plenty, 
with the view of dealing it out when the 
most need is felt. The sooner such a 
move is made the better for the State; 
if the State is ever to come tothe front 
as either an agricultural or stock raising 
State, something must be done under 
the enlightened policy of the Repub- 
lican party. The qrestion of internal 
improvements might be carried forward 
to a point where artesian wells could 
be sunk by the aid of the National Gov- 
ernment, but should the Democratic 
party come into power ber well known

the seventeenth century, conoludes 
the history of the reign of the vice- 
roys and closes with an exhaustive 
sammary of the state of commerce, 
agriculture, religion aud society dor- 
ing the three hundred years from 
1500 to 1800. The first half of the 
book can be dismissed with few 
words. The story of the rule of the 
viceroys is not interesting. It is a 
repetition, under different men, of 
the same features of arbitrary power, 
exercised generally with little judg- 
ment and small care for the rights of 
the governed. The annuls of the 
period brir le with riot and turbu- 
lence; pizacy abounded on all the 
coasts and some of the corsairs boldly 
landed aud sacked towns and monas- 
teries, despoiling the shrines of their 
sacred oruaments of silver and gold; 
there was no government worthy of 
the name, no provisions for the de- 
fense of the coasts, nc measures for 
the preservation of health or the pro- 
tection of property; much of the gov: 
ernment rested with the vernors 
of the States, as it does to ay, and 
the major part of these were venal 
and exacting to an extraordinary de- 
ree. 

The last eight chapters are inter- 
esting, as they contain.a review of 
the industrial and administrative 
condition of Mexico from the open- 
ing of the sixteenth to the nineteenth 
century. In detail they consider the 
administrative and judicial systems, 
mines and mining; agriculture and 
manufactures; commerce; revenue 
and finance; the secular clergy; re- 
ligious orders and society. In the 
last chapter the author gives a broad 
and comprehensive sketch of the in- 
fluence of Spanish colonization in 
Mexico. He again comes to the de- 
fense of the conquerors, claiming 
that the great diminution in native 
population was due, not to the excess- 
ive cruelty of Earopean task-masters, 
bat to the diseuses which followed the 
new civilization—smallpox, meas les 
and probably syphilis; epidemics and 
famines added to the causes which at 
times almost depopulated large prov- 
inces. The Indian race he looks on 
ag vastly inferior to the European, 
and the Spaniards were justified in 
assigning even the cacique class 10 
inferior municipal positions, While 
denied nearly all legal rights, Mr. 
Bancroft. declares that their lot was 
more fortunate than that of the la 
borer in oivilized Germany or Eng- 
land. Society was divided into two 
great classes—the nobles and the 
base —while there was an almost com- 
plete absence of the great midale 
class, which 1s the main factor in the 
prosperity and advancement of any 
country. The customs, manners and 
dress of the people, their family and 
social life, form the subject of the 
remainder of this chapter—the most 
attractive by style and treatment of 
any in the book. [A. L. Bancroft &

Assessor Stoddard has forwarded 
to State Surveyor General Preble his 
statistical report for 1883, which 
shows that there are 34,751. acres of 
land iaclosed, and 7,792 under oul- 
tivation. Oftbis number there are 
1,695 acres in wheat, which prod aced 
25,073 bushels. There are 1,034 acres 
devoted to barley, and the production 
was 17,198 bashels. Oats is credited 
with 955 acres, and a production of 
16,309 bushels. In rye there are 26 
acres, with 200 bashels. There are 
31 acres in corn, with a production 
of 280 bushels. There are 35 acres 
in peas, and a resalt of 630 bushels. 
Potatoes are given 405 acres, with a 
product of 33,945 bushels. There 
are 12 acres in onions, furnishing 
260 bushels. Of cabbage, there are 
24 acres, and 113 tons. Of carrots, 
there are 6 acres, and 109 tons. Of 
parsnips, there are 3 acres, with 9 
tons, Of tomatoes, there are 10 acres, 
producing 20 tons. In hay, there 
are 16,379 acres, and the product is 
stated at 37,278 tons. The prodac- 
tion of beets is placed at 120 tons, of 
turnips at 92, of butter at 46,900 
pounds, of cheese at 5,220 pounds, 
and the wool produet is 197,200 
pounds. In the county there are 
336,642 apple trees, 1,948 peach 


trees, 236 nectarine trees, 257 quince 
trees, 269 apricot trees, 150 prane 
trees, 80 mulberry trees, 60 almond 
trees, 220 walnut trees, 2,399 white 
maple trees, 7,192 elm trees, 2,556 
box elder trees, 14,800 goosberry 
vines, 14,390 raspberry vines, 616 
strawberry vines, and 1,972 grape 
vines.
